STANDARDS 
It. is quite true that disputing in a matter of taate ia 
a futile thing, hut it ia alao true that when th«* taate itself 
is being formed there ia opportunity to mould and direct it. 
Which ia win»re the school and th«* home find their oppor­ 
tunity for education. 
In our domestic science courses in 
the public schools, it may well lie doubted whether the ac­ 
tual acquirement of such dexterity in the arts of cooking 
and sewing and Uome.ma!;ing aa students may assimilate 
is of ao much value to them as the fixing of better standards 
«among them as to what is |мжн1Ыо, when* perfection lies, 
in the praetii*e <»f those arts. Tlierefore the importance of 
the teacher of such courses having an extended horizon on 
the subjects and true standards of beauty and utility. Too 
many people are without any real standards of beauty, 
any individuality of taste, more substituting for such, ir- 
reeponsiblc and vagrant public fmpuls«*. 
Style* of dress today, for instance, are full of lines 
of beauty and replete will* possibilities of further beauty. 
Hut in how many cases are the lines distorted and exagger­ 
ated into ugliness! In our freislom from restraint in matters 
of conduct there is room for touch that Is beautiful from 
an ethical standpoint ; htii how easily the freedom may 
la* distorted into ugliness if not upheld by right standards 
of tan to and of duty and nsponsihllity to our fellow man! 
Every character should have a core of loyalty in its Inmost 
center, a quality which respond* to the pull of family ties, 
neighborhood ti<>s, ties to standards of truth and right. This 
quality perhaps is due largely to inheritance, in that the 
nature of the Individual must needs be of a fibre strong 
enough and stable enough to hold a given “shape;” hut the 
habit of being loyal may or may not become second nature, 
according as our teaching and associations make it so. 
Roiled down to its essence, the whole purj>oso and ole 
jert of education is the establishment of standards, and 
flu* whole life of the child, Ids future and the success or 
failure of all his ventures, rests upon the kind and quality 
(•f the standards he acquires 
Even in the early days of 
infancy, standards of various kinds begin to be accumu­ 
lated: standards of “i'oundness,” of “distance,” of “color,” 
of “s o u n d s ta n d a rd s even of conduct in differentiating 
between those Who respond to appeal regardless 
of 
the 
honesty of it, which Mark Twain so amusingly describes In 
his “My First Lie and How 1 Clot Out of It,” In the form­ 
ing of the eoneepts upon which the standards of form and 
other materialities ам* ha ж si. the intellectual Inheritance 
of the child plays it 
part, determining the sharpness, the 
completeness, the accuracy, of the concept. 
Rut the mental 
equipment which the child i horn with is constantly aided 
or ’hatapered by the effor t or lack of effort on the part of 
those entrusted with hfs education to train and direct it. 
Nor is ii always renlhusl Imw early in life the child’s 
standards, even in the abstract fields of hitman conduct 
and human relations 1» -on e established 
set; how soon 
his VI hole Ii*'' • attitute ¡is to his duties and respou*ibil- 
ith 
in both the l it iHcsh and social world, his standards 
*»f living, of happit e . ot beauty, 1 rden into an inalien­ 
able part of his nature, difficult if not 
impossible 
to 
change, and any alteration of which can hut he weal 


in refuaing to take precaution* for safety which the doc­ 
tor from hi* greater knowledge points out. 
How many 
doctors every year pay their own money for needed anti­ 
toxins in case* of diptherla, for smallpox vaccination and 
for 
other 
preventives 
of 
dangerous 
epidemics; 
and 
how more than often they pay with their popularity for 
enforced quarentines, for the established regulations which 
are for the protection of the community, hut which are 
condemned simply because of their temporary inconvenience. 
The blame and recrimination the doctor gets is more often 
than not entirely undeserved and due to a failure on the 
jwrt of the public to realize the multitudinous unknown 
elements which he has to deal with in every diagnosis, 
while the praise he occasionally gets may as lik ely as not 
be as undeserved. The doctor alone knows how incapable of 
judging any case on its merits the average layman is, and 
perhaps is therefore able to find, out of his greater knowl­ 
edge, halm for the ljiek of appreciation often demonstrat­ 
ed. as well as the grain of salt with which to take the ex­ 
travagant adulation lie occasionally—very occasionally— 


h a s bestowed upon him. 
The public is a fickle and an ungrateful employer, and 
in truth little deserves much of tin* service it gets from 
doctors, teachers, and public officials who are really dr 
voted. 
It invites deception and fraud and buncomb, and 
owes whatever real devotion it gets to thut divine instinct 
in so m e men which proves them closer kin to “God, who 
gives, than of his tribes who take," and who therefore serve 
an ideal, not people, nor their own advantage.
